‘HSBC is stubborn’ 
in not installing 
indoor cashpoint’ 

- SAYS ANGRY CUSTOMER 


BANK customers in Cowbridge contin¬ 
ue to be frustrated at HSBC’s decision 
not to install a cash machine inside the 
lobby, with one claiming it is ‘stubborn¬ 
ly sticking to its guns despite strong 
protests and complaints’. 

The bank recently upgraded its banking hall 
to provide access for disabled and wheelchair 
customers, but in doing so the company removed 
a cash machine, and instead replaced it with two 
others - both only for paying in cash and 
cheques. 

It means that customers who were able to go 
indoors to get cash, can now only do it outside. 

One customer, who did not want to be named, 
told The GEM: “This is utterly ridiculous. 
Virtually every interior bank hall elsewhere con¬ 
tains a cash dispenser these days, but not 
Cowbridge where people have to queue in the 
pouring rain to make withdrawls. 

Family award 
for Y Bont Faen 


Y BONT FAEN 
Primary School has 
become the first 
school to receive a 
new award, which 
is being pioneered 
by the Vale 
Council. 

The Family 
Information Service 
(FIS) award, is aimed at 
schools which help to 
get information out to 
local families, and was 
presented by the cabinet 
member for social and 
care services, Coun 
Dorothy Turner. 

The Vale Council’s 
FIS works in partnership 
with schools to increase 
the take-up of services 
available to families liv¬ 
ing in the area. 

Schools can support 
the FIS by highlighting 
services such as after¬ 
school clubs, holiday 
play-schemes, childmin¬ 
ders, leisure activities, 
events, help with child¬ 
care costs and family 
support groups, and can 
also work towards a cer¬ 
tificate of achievement. 

Coun Turner said: 

“It’s fantastic to see the 
council working closely 
with Vale schools. Y 
Bont Faen is setting a 
great example to other 
schools in the area.” 

The information offi¬ 
cer at the Family 
Information Service, 
Becky Wickett, said: “Y 
Bont Faen Primary has 
really engaged with the 


scheme. They have held 
a parent drop-in session 
and a new intake morn¬ 
ing, both of which were 
very successful. FIS 
Staff were on hand to 
answer questions about 
all kinds of issues.” 

Headteacher, Meic 
Griffiths, said: “There is 
a lot of help and support 
for families in the Vale 
but, after speaking to a 
number of parents, we 
realised that not every¬ 
one knew what was 
available. 

“The FIS is helping to 
bridge the gap between 
service providers and 
families that need them, 
and the school is more 
than happy to support its 
excellent work.”

“It is a miserable and conspicuous process.” 

The customer said that the Cowbridge Food 
Festival had highlighted the loss of the indoor 
facility. 

“On the Saturday of the festival, with the 
events in full swing, it was almost impossible to 
get near the machine outside, while inside all was 
quiet. 

“HSBC is supposed to be the world’s bank, 
but that doesn’t apply in Cowbridge, where cus¬ 
tomers have been left bemused by the utter stu¬ 
pidity of the decision. 

“Despite strong protests and complaints to its 
head office in Leeds, Cowbridge HSBC is stub¬ 
bornly sticking to its guns in resisting customer 
calls for a cash machine to be installed inside the 
bank.” 

One concern that has been raised is the case of 
a woman who was mugged on North Road, just 
moments after using the bank’s external 
machine - police advised her that she was prob¬ 
ably watched by the thieves. 

The GEM put the comments made by the con¬ 
cerned customer to HSBC, but at the time of going 
to press had not received a response.

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A children’s charity 
that started in Vale 
wins Lottery award 


A CHARITY which 
has its roots in 
Cowbridge, has 
won a National 
Lottery award for 
its work in educa¬ 
tion. 

Action Duchenne is 
the charity which Janet 
Hoskin and her part¬ 
ner Nick Catlin set up 
when they heard the 
devastating news that 
their son Saul was 
diagnosed with 

Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy when he 
was a toddler. 

Janet’s family lived 
in Cowbridge and their 
fundraising efforts 
were important in 
helping the charity 
grow to its present 
state as a national 
charity campaigning 
for children with the 
condition. 

‘Include Duchenne’, 
an education project 
set up by the charity 
Action Duchenne, has 
won the National 


Lottery awards catego¬ 
ry for ‘Best Education 
Project ‘in association 
with Best magazine. 

The Include 

Duchenne education 
programme, called 
Decipha, was originally 
run as a research proj¬ 
ect with the Centre for 
Child Research 

University of Swansea. 

Janet, who is man¬ 
ager of the Include 
Duchenne project and 
creator of the Decipha 
online literacy pro¬ 
gramme, explained: 
“Boys living with 
Duchenne often experi¬ 
ence speech, language 
and behaviour difficul¬ 
ties that require spe¬ 
cialist care. 

“Until now, schools 
have often been 
unaware of these prob¬ 
lems and children have 
sometimes been viewed 
as ‘stubborn’, 

‘naughty’ or not capa¬ 
ble of learning - when 
in fact they have specif¬ 
ic difficulties related to 
having Duchenne that 


are similar to those 
experienced by chil¬ 
dren with dyslexia. 

“This is the first 
project that has ever 
worked on the learning 
and behaviour of boys 
with Duchenne.” 

The Decipha pro¬ 
gramme gives children 
with Duchenne a full 
learning assessment by 
a specialist dyslexia 
teacher. Each teacher 
will spend a day at 
school with the child, 
assessing all aspects of 
learning such as IQ, 
working memory, 
vocabulary, reading, 
and arithmetic. 

The assessments are 
fun and interactive so 
the children do not find 
it stressful. The special¬ 
ist teacher provides a 
full report, with recom¬ 
mendations, which is 
discussed by the par¬ 
ents and teachers at a 
feedback meeting. 

Janet explained: 
“Research shows that 
children with 

Duchenne have relative 
strengths in knowledge 
and facts, and relative 
weaknesses holding 
information in memo¬ 
ry and processing it. 


“The Decipha pro¬ 
gramme focuses on 
their strengths (facts, 
knowledge, vocabu¬ 
lary) while helping to 
develop their weak¬ 
nesses (phonics, read¬ 
ing, spelling). 

“We are delighted to 
have won an award at 
the National Lottery 
Awards. It is a mile¬ 
stone that embodies the 
success of our project 
and is affirmation of 
the real difference that 
the Include Duchenne 
project is making to 
people’s lives.” 

As well as being pre¬ 
sented with a trophy by 
Professor Robert 
Winston at the star- 
studded awards cere¬ 
mony, which was host¬ 
ed by Myleen Klass 
and broadcast on 
national TV, Include 
Duchenne will also 
benefit from a £2,000 
cash prize to further 
fund their work.

THE November

His talk was not 
illustrated by slides, but 
by songs from the film 


we all remember enjoy¬ 
ing The King and I. 

Starring Yul Brynner 
as the King and 
Deborah Kerr as Anna, 
it won great acclaim 
and was awarded an 
Oscar in 1956. 

The King was por¬ 
trayed as a young and 
sensuous man ruling his 
court harshly, insisting 
that his subjects kow¬ 
towed to him and 
expecting his many 
wives to remain faithful 
although he had every 
right to have as many 
wives as he chose. 

The governess, Anna 
Leonowens, was an 
army widow with a 
young son and came 


from Rhyl. We all recall 
how in the film the cus¬ 
toms of the court of 
Siam offended her - 
and how she influenced 
the King to treat his 
subjects, his wives and 
his children with more 
dignity. 

The film received 
tremendous acclaim and 
was shown throughout 
the world, but was 
banned in Thailand. 

The reason, it seems, 
was that the real King 
of Siam was, in fact, a 
very different person. 
Highly intellectual, he 
spoke many languages 
and was in many 
respects ahead of his 
time. 

Doubts have been 
raised as to whether 
Anna was a widow or 
if, in fact, she was an 
unmarried mother and 
bom in India! 

However, one fact is 
indisputable. When 
King Mongkut died and 
his eldest son succeeded 
him, the new young 
King did ban the cus¬ 
tom of this subjects 
kowtowing. 

To this day, Thai peo¬ 
ple stand erect when in 
the presence of their 


royal family. Secretary

David on behalf of the 
group for a very differ¬ 
ent and entertaining 
talk.

‘Tarmac is what we 
want!’ - say residents 


RESIDENTS in a 
cul-de-sac are ask¬ 
ing the council to 
widen the road, to 
stop lorries making 
the grass verge a 
mud bath. 

They say that when 
the cul-de-sac, Blaen 
Dewi, was built it was a 
council estate in Wick, 
where no-one owned a 
car - but now the situa¬ 
tion has changed. Mr 
David Oliver explained 
what has become a long- 
running saga. 

He said: “When we 
first complained about 
the problem, it was 
because the council’s 
waste collection lorries 
were chewing up the 
grass verges. It made a 
terrible mess.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
took up their case and 
the Vale Council put up 
posts to stop vehicles 
mounting the verge. 

However, this had 
another effect, as David 
Oliver revealed: “A 
number of residents here 
are elderly, and on a 
number of occasions, an 


ambulance called in the 
night could not get down 
the road, because of 
parked cars.” 

The council respond¬ 
ed by removing all but 
two of the posts but 
heavy lorries are now, 
once again, destroying 
the grass verge. 

The residents are 
adamant that the only 
solution now is to widen 
the road. Ms Hutt had 
this to say: “I have writ¬ 
ten to the Vale Council 
and requested that they 
visit the site. There are a 
number of elderly and 
disabled residents living 
there and action needs to 
be taken.” 

The operational man¬ 
ager for highways and 
engineering, Andrew 
Loosemoore, said: 

“Blaen Dewi is a narrow 
section of road and, 
unfortunately, all vehi¬ 
cles wishing to pass 
marginally overrun the 
grass verge, due to 
parked cars. 

“While this is not an 
ideal situation, it does 
not prevent access and 
enables residents to park 


and other vehicles to 
pass without obstruction. 

“A road widening 
scheme would undoubt¬ 
edly improve the situa¬ 
tion. However, council 
budgets are currently 
allocated to higher prior¬ 
ity road safety schemes, 
including those which 
directly target accident 
and casualty reduction. 

“This scheme will be 
included in the council’s 
list of currently unfund¬ 
ed schemes, should suit¬ 
able funding be made 
available in the future.

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Local man jailed

A DRUG supplier who took 
cannabis and heroin to 
Parc Prison, Bridgend, has 
been jailed for three years 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Craig Gibson (22) of Robin’s 
Lane, Barry, bad been found 
guilty of possessing cannabis 
and beroin with intent to sup¬ 
ply- 

Prosecutor David Tbomas 
said that a security officer at 
tbe prison was patrolling tbe 
perimeter fence with a dog 
when be found a package and a 
mobile pbone. Inside tbe pack¬ 
age was a quantity of drugs 
with a street value of £859. 

Gibson’s fingerprints were 
found on tbe package. 

He denied tbe charges, said

be took drugs, but knew noth¬ 
ing about the package. 

He was found not guilty of 
conveying a prohibited article 
into the prison. 

Mr Thomas said he had con¬ 
victions for supplying cannabis, 
and possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply. 

His solicitor Derek Gooden 
said: “He now fully accepts his 
guilt. He has been in custody 
since February.” 

Judge David Wynn Morgan 
said he didn’t actually take the 
drugs into the prison, but was 
prepared to supply them to 


another person. 

An aggravating feature, said 
the judge, was the speed at 
which Gibson had re-offended 
after being sentenced for previ¬ 
ous offences. 

“That those drugs were 
bound for Parc Prison makes it 
a serious offence. 

“You were part of a supply 
chain and you had something to 
do with it, with your finger¬ 
prints on the package. 

“I must say, I am impressed 
by a letter you have sent to me.” 

A report, said the judge, sug¬ 
gested that common sense had 
started to prevail. 

He added: “I hope very 
much I don’t see you again.”

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Rugby club’s plea over 
dog fouling menace

IF there is one sub¬ 
ject that recurs 
constantly at coun¬ 
cils throughout The 
gem’s circulation 
area, it is dog foul¬ 
ing - particularly of 
sports pitches. 

At its last meeting, 
Llantwit Major town 
councillors considered a 
letter on the subject from 
Martin Pilcher, the 
chairman of Llantwit 
Major Rugby Club. 

Mr Pilcher’s letter 
was in itself a follow-up 
to a previous letter of 
complaint from the club, 
and he said that the situ¬ 
ation had not improved. 

Mr Pilcher reported: 
“Although we check the 
pitches before we train, 
it is such a large area that 
it is impossible to check 
the whole pitch.” 

He said that two 16- 
year-old boys had gone 
to ground after a tackle 


and had been “smoth¬ 
ered in dogs’ foul”. 

Both boys had had to 
leave the field and have 
a shower. 

Mr Pilcher wrote: “I 
think that this is totally 
unacceptable, and 
should not be allowed. 

“Therefore, I would 
like to insist that people 
are stopped from walk¬ 
ing dogs on any area 
where children play 
sport, including the 
Frampton football and 
cricket fields. 

“We as a club, and 
you as a council, have a 
duty of care to all the 
children playing on the 
fields, so please start to 
enforce this.” 

Councillors were 
sympathetic but the dis¬ 
cussion centred on the 
problem of enforcement. 
Coun Russell Downe 


said: “Signs are up, and 
bins are provided 
already, but this is a 
policing issue.” 

Coun Gwyn John said 
he despaired about the 
attitude of some dog 
owners. He said: “One 
person actually siad to 
me once 7 pay my rates 
and I will do what 1 
like’.” 

He said that the Vale 
Council was responsible 
for enforcing the law, 
and that people have 
been caught by its 
enforcement officers and 
have been fined. 

He added that people 
can report repeat offend¬ 
ers to the Vale Council 
anonymously, and that 
this would improve the 
chances of them being 
caught and fined. 

Coun Ralph Austin 


said that he would like to 
put in the press that the 
town council would 
prosecute offenders - 
but this could only, in 
fact, be done by the Vale 
Council. 

Coun Bob Gant said 
that the council should 
ask the Vale Council to 
do more spot checks. 

However, Coun 
Gwyn John felt that 
enforcement officers 
could target certain 
times. 

He said: “The worst 
time for offenders is 
before work, or just 
after, when people let 
their dog out for a run.” 

Coun Russell Downe 
felt that the town council 
should look into whether 
it was possible to make a 
by-law that would pro¬ 
hibit dogs from going on 
certain areas.

Jail for local 
man (aged 55) 
over child 
pornography 


PORNOGRAPHIC 
images involving 
children were 
found on the com¬ 
puter of a 
Llandough man, 
when the police 
searched his home. 

Stephen Northcott 
(55) of Uplands 
Crescent, a man with no 
previous convictions, 
was sentenced at Cardiff 
Crown Court to 26 
weeks imprisonment, 
suspended for a year, 
and ordered to register 
as a sex offender for five 
years. 

Judge Niclas Parry 
made a sexual offences 
prevention order for five 
years, and he was 
banned from working 
with children. 

Northcott had been 
convicted by Vale mag¬ 


istrates of making inde¬ 
cent photographs of 
children, possessing 
indecent photographs 
and possessing extreme 
pornographic images, 
and had been committed 
to the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

Prosecutor John 
Probert said that acting 
on intelligence from 
Gloucestershire police. 
South Wales Police offi¬ 
cers went to Northcott’s 
home on June 15 and 
discovered the images 
on his computer. 

There were 181 at 
level one, the lowest, 
eight at level two, 22 at 
level three, and 38 at 
level four. The most 
serious is level five. 

Mr Probert said there 
were also 10 extremely 
pornographic images 
involving a woman hav¬ 
ing sexual activity. 


Northcott’s counsel 
James Evans, said: “It 
has to be accepted that 
the offences crossed the 
custody threshold. 

The judge told 
Northcott “What you 
were viewing was hap¬ 
pening, and children 
were being put through 
that. 

“You were contribut¬ 
ing towards the abuse by 
watching it.” 

The judge said he 
gave the defendant max¬ 
imum credit for his 
guilty pleas and his co¬ 
operation. 

“I regard your 
remorse as genuine. 
This is a tragedy for you 
and I have regard to the 
consequences for you. 

“There is no sugges¬ 
tion you distributed 
these images.”

Young people 
dish the dosh 
in the Vale! 


Council ‘summit’ 
on coastal erosion 
follows rock fall at 
Vale leisure park 



A ‘SUMMIT’ on 
coastal erosion is to be 
held by the Vale 
Council following the 
rock fall at Porthkerry 
Leisure Park, which 
left caravans perched 
on the cliff edge. 

The land slip has 
highlighted the precari¬ 
ous nature of some of 
the cliffs along the 
Heritage Coast, and the 
meeting will be an 
opportunity for the coun¬ 
cil to hear the views of 
geological experts. 

Late last week, the 
Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, vis¬ 
ited the park to see how 
work to relocate cara¬ 
vans was progressing. 

She told The GEM: 
“On my second visit to 
the park I was pleased to 
meet people who own 
caravans on the site and 
to see for myself the 
hard work being under¬ 
taken to move the cara¬ 
vans away from the cliff 
edge. 

“The outcome of the 
geologist’s report will be 
critical to future 
prospects for the site and 
I am writing to my col¬ 
league John Griffiths 
AM, the Environment 
Minister, as well as the 
Vale Council, for their 
response to this serious 
erosion of the Heritage 
Coast, which must now 



be monitored very care¬ 
fully indeed.” 

On Tuesday of this 
week, Ms Hutt said she 
welcomed a statement 
which had been made by 
the Environment 
Minister on ‘Flood and 
Coastal Erosion Risk 
Management’. 

She said:“I welcome 
the Minister’s statement 
and his intentions to 
publish the first national 
strategy for ‘Flood and 
Coastal Erosion Risk 
Management’ in Wales, 
which will set an over¬ 
arching framework for a 
holistic flood and coastal 
erosion risk management 
system.” 

The Vale’s MP, Alun 
Cairns, echoed the relief 
of local people that the 
rock fall had not proved 
more serious.

could have been a tragic 
situation in which people 
either on the cliff or on 
the beach could have 
faced the worst possible 
accident. Thankfully, 
that did not happen and 
now there must be a 
thorough investigation 
into the situation.” 

The coast in East 
Anglia is particularly 
prone to erosion and Mr 
Cairns said he had been 
in contact with a col¬ 
league to find out which 
academics they had 
used. 

“I have contacted the 
MP for Suffolk Coastal 
constituency, Therese 
Coffey, who has put me 
in touch with the experts 
they use there. It is 
important we get the 
best advice available.” 

Mr Cairns said he 
would be passing those 
details on to the Vale 
Council, the landowners 
and the Countryside 
Council for Wales. 
CRACKS 

The Vale Council had 


aheady been working 
with the owners of the 
park prior to the inci¬ 
dent. 

Miles Punter, the head 
of visible services, 
explained: “On October 
4, officers in our public 
protection unit were 
made aware, by a cara¬ 
van owner, of a potential 
problem at this site 
involving the appearance 
of cracks in the ground 
close to the edge of the 
cliff. 

“As a result, an offi¬ 
cer visited the site to 
confirm the extent of the 
problem and to establish 
what safety measures 
had been put in place. 

“They noted the 
cracks in the ground 
adjacent to the cliff edge 
and that barrier tape was 
in use to form a physical 
barrier to site visitors, 
preventing access to the 
relevant caravan pitches 
that could be affected by 
any further structural 
deterioration of the cliff. 

“They also ensured 
that caravans within this 
exclusion area had been 
vacated. 

“Discussions with 
the site owner confirmed 
that arrangements were 
being made for a geolog¬ 
ical survey to be under¬ 
taken and that caravans 
on the affected pitches 
were to be relocated.” 

Mr Punter said that on 
October 21, the public 
protection unit received 
a letter from 
Geotechnology Limited 
advising the unit of the 
results of an inspection 
of the site on October 
19, 2011. 

Mr Punter said: “The 
letter concluded that the 
extent of the exclusion 


area was appropriate at 
that time, though it did¬ 
n't rule out the require¬ 
ment to extend this area, 
should a detailed inspec¬ 
tion reveal evidence of 
cracking influencing 
other pitches. 

“As part of their com¬ 
mission the consultants 
were required to under¬ 
take this further, more 
detailed, geological 
inspection. 

“Unfortunately, before 
this inspection could be 
concluded the section of 
land where the cracks 
were evident collapsed. 

“I am advised that the 
consultant lost geotech¬ 
nical monitoring equip¬ 
ment that was installed 
on the land at that time.” 

Mr Punter went on: 
“The council’s public 
protection unit, and my 
engineers, are now 
involved with the site 
owners, assisting them 
where possible, to 
ensure that any future 
caravan locations are 
appropriate, based on the 
cliff stability in this area. 

“My engineers, along 
with colleagues from 
Environment Agency 
Wales, will be reviewing 
the full geotechnical sur¬ 
vey when it is received. 

“We will then work 
with our public protec¬ 
tion unit colleagues as 
necessary to introduce 
the appropriate licence 
controls at this site.” 

The Vale Council says 
it is contacting landown¬ 
ers along the coast to 
make them aware of 
their reponsibilities and 
of the unpredictable 
nature of certain sec¬ 
tions of it.

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Ground-breaking 
service offers support 
to younger people in 
Vale with dementia

A £100,000 commu¬ 
nity initiative to 
support young and 
middle-aged people 
who have dementia 
in the Vale, is to 
open at Holton 
Road, Barry next 
month. 

It’s objective is to pro¬ 
vide support and help for 
those struggling to cope 
with different types of 
the disease. 

The initiative is the 
first of its kind in the 
Vale and a partnership 
involving The 

Al z heimer's Society and 
the Ty Hapus 
Foundation. 

Ellin Jones, the sup¬ 
port services manager, 
explained that although 
dementia is often 
assumed to be something 
that afflicts the elderly, it 
can also strike at a 
younger age too. 

“The partnership’s aim 
is to provide a supportive 
environment for people 
under 65 years of age 
who have early on-set 
dementia. 

“We want to give peo¬ 


ple a quality experience 
in a quality facility.” 

To that end, a renova¬ 
tion had been under way 
for a number of weeks in 
one of Holton Road’s 
large terraced buildings. 
The transformation looks 
impressive, with the cen¬ 
tre in fine decorative 
order and with brand new 
furniture. 

The initiative was 
inspired by Justine 
Pickering, after she 
became aware of the 
problems faced by peo¬ 
ple with dementia fol¬ 
lowing her mother’s 
diagnosis with 

Alzheimer’s disease at 
the age of 55. 

Ellin, whose enthusi¬ 
asm for the ground¬ 
breaking provision 
shines through, said: “I'm 
full of admiration for the 
founder Justine Pickering 
and Ty Hapus trustees 
who remarkably 

fundraised more than 
£100,000 in order to set 
up and open the service. 

“The challenge now 
will be to continue to 


raise a similar amount to 
meet the ongoing run¬ 
ning costs each year and 
further develop services 
offered to people, and 
their carers, who are liv¬ 
ing with dementia across 
the Vale.” 

The partnership's 
‘Halo Lounge’ will pro¬ 
vide a place for people to 
meet and enjoy daytime 
activities, but Ellin 
stressed that there will be 
scope for people to do 
more ambitious outdoor 
activities, too. 

“The team will be 
flexible and if guests 
would like to go to the 
gym, or to the 
Millennium Centre for a 
visit, or perhaps a trip to 
watch the rugby, or try 
ten-pin bowling, we’d 
hope to arrange it. We 
hope we won’t be too 
risk averse!” 

In addition to the 
lounge, there is a cafe 
area so people can drop 
in during the day to meet 
friends, and a therapy 
room, to provide a relax¬ 
ing experience. 


The centre also plans 
to provide information 
that will help the service 
users and their carers. 

Ellin emphasised: 
“Early diagnosis of 
dementia is essential, so 
that people can get the 
right support. 

“There is no cure for 
dementia, but certain 
drugs can help in the 
treatment of particular 
types of the disease.” 

Research by Oxford 
University suggests 
820,000 people in the 
UK are living with 
dementia. Ellin expects 
the bulk of people attend¬ 
ing the partnership to be 
in their 50s and early 60s, 
but some could be 
younger. 

There are even rare 
cases in which people in 
their early 20s have had 
early on-set dementia.

‘Five Mile Lane signs must 
be visible’ - insists Vale resident 


A Llantwit Major resident has 
urged the Vale Council to 
make sure that signs along 
Five Mile Lane, a road notori¬ 
ous for accidents, are visible 
for visitors to the area. 

Five Mile Lane connects the 
A48 to Weycock Cross on the 
outskirts of Barry, and for some 
people it is a route to Cardiff 
Airport. 

Mr Graham Hopkins, who reg¬ 
ularly travels along the A4226, 
told The GEM: “I first com¬ 
plained to the Vale Council on 
October 3. I know the road very 
well because I make regular trips 
along it. 

“My concern is for people who 
are visiting the Vale and are unfa¬ 
miliar with the road, or are per¬ 
haps visiting the airport. 

“There are signs obscured by 


hedges and some are at right 
angles to on-coming traffic.” 

Mr Hopkins said there were 
some signs at cross roads that 
couldn’t been seen properly - one 
at a junction indicating the way to 
Llancarfan. At another junction, a 
sign for Barry and Cardiff can’t 
be seen. 

“I have been told the signs will 
be dealt with on November 28 
which is a number of weeks after 
I raised the issue. 

“The signs should be visible 
for people who don’t know the 
junctions. Road safety should 
come first and work like this done 
immediately.” 

Andrew Loosemore, the Vale’s 
operational manager for high¬ 
ways and engineering, said that 
following the service request by 
Mr Hopkins, there had been an 


inspection into the signs at the 
location concerned. 

He said: “Three signs were 
identified as being damaged by 
passing vehicles and were no 
longer in a position of facing the 
traffic. 

“These have been attended to 
and their position corrected. It 
was also established from the 
inspection that while there is 
some overgrowth, no sign is total¬ 
ly obscured to motorists and thus 
present no immediate danger. 

“I am pleased to confirm that 
removal of overgrowth has there¬ 
fore been planned to take place 
the week commencing November 
14, being within the council’s tar¬ 
get date of November 28 - as 
recorded by this level of service 
request,” he added.

M eeting 

with busi¬ 
ness leaders 
this week provided 
an important oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss our 
budget plans and to 
update them on the 
millions of pounds 
we are spending on 
schools, hospitals 
and transport proj¬ 
ects this year, with 
plans for the next 
three years being 
developed. 

This has been a tough 


call for the Welsh 
Government with a 42 
per cent cut in our fund¬ 
ing for spending on capi¬ 
tal projects from the UK 
Government. In June 
2010, we were asked by 
the UK Government to 
make £183m cuts in our 
capital and revenue 
budgets. We managed 
our budget carefully last 
year and avoided making 
these cuts to contracts 
for school building and 
healthcare. 

This was widely wel¬ 
comed by the construc¬ 
tion sector who were 


able to undertake these 
projects which are vital 
for their jobs and mod¬ 
ernised facilities in the 
public sector. 

We have had to make 
difficult decisions about 
our capital programme 
because of the cuts by 
the UK Government, 
and it was important to 
clarify with the business 
leaders this week how 
we are spending our pro¬ 
tected £1.3bn capital 
budget. 

At the economic 
renewal council with 
business and trade union 


leaders, the First 
Minister, Carwyn Jones 
AM, said that capital 
investment in major 
infrastructure underpins 
the Welsh Government’s 
commitment to boost 
growth in the economy, 
support the hard pressed 
construction industry 
and provide the condi¬ 
tions necessary to enable 
the private sector to 
grow and create jobs. 

If we look at the con¬ 
struction industry in 
Wales, it has an estimat¬ 
ed 10,000 businesses 
employing 100,000 peo¬ 
ple, and plays a pivotal 
role in our public servic¬ 
es, building better school 
buildings and healthcare 
facilities, as well as bet¬ 
ter transport and afford¬ 
able housing schemes - 
as we see throughout the 
Vale of Glamorgan.. 

Back in March, we 
announced the major 
projects which have 
been progressing 
throughout this year, and 
we are on track already 
to spend £780m, includ¬ 
ing: 

# £144m in educa¬ 
tion. 

• £259m in health 
and social services. 

• £95m in 

business,enterprise, tech¬ 
nology and science. 

# £234m in trans¬ 


port. 

# £46m in local gov¬ 
ernment. 

For us in the Vale, this 
includes the Llandough 
elderly mentally infirm 
unit/specialist rehabilita¬ 
tion and Cardiff and Vale 
integrated stroke unit. 
For those who have val¬ 
ued the skills and expert¬ 
ise of Velindre Hospital, 
we are also replacing 
linear accelerators. 

We are also investing 
in projects which sup¬ 
port local government in 
the delivery of services, 
such as housing adapta¬ 
tions and disabled facili¬ 
ties grants. 

John Griffiths, our 
Environment Minister, 
had recently announced 
£34m for waste and sus¬ 
tainability schemes and 
the next stage of 21st 
century schools will be 
announced in December. 

I will also be making 
announcements about 
plans for investment in 
projects for the next 
financial year starting in 
April 2012, as will other 
ministers. 

I recently met with 
UK Government minis¬ 
ters to press the impor¬ 
tance of our infrastruc¬ 
ture to play our part in 
the economic recovery 
and we will continue to 
safeguard our finances 


so that we can invest 
with our reduced budg¬ 
ets. 

We recognise the 
interdependence between 
the public and private 
sector and we are are 
developing a Wales 
infrastructure plan, to 
secure new avenues for 
raising funds for this 
investment and to work 
with local authorities to 
support them with their 
schemes in education 
and transport. 

We are working close¬ 
ly with the housing sec¬ 
tor and have recently 
funded the new Welsh 
Housing Partnership to 
support investment from 
the Principality Building 
Society to provide more 
much-needed affordable 
housing across Wales. 

This is all part of our 
budget for growth and 
jobs, which will support 
our young people with 
the Jobs Growth Fund 
for 16-24 year olds and 
double the numbers ben¬ 
efiting from Flying Start 
- the pre-school pro- 
gramnme for the most 
disadvantaged children 
and families in Wales. 

As well as meeting 
business and trade union 
leaders this week, I also 
met with key voluntary 
sector and equality rep¬ 
resentatives, to ensure I 


heard and understood 
their views about the 
budget, particularly as 
their investment 
accounts for a small per¬ 
centage of the budget 
but a huge value in 
terms of their volunteer 
hours of commitment to 
services in our commu¬ 
nities across Wales. 

Our Equality Impact 
Assessment has helped 
us identify what budget 
changes can mean to 
public services and we 
hope that we can protect 
the most vulnerable, as 
well as supporting our 
economic recovery as a 
result of our discussions 
this week.

investing in our schools, the hospitals and

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GAS ENGINEERS FINED OVER CARBON 
MONOXIDE POISONING IN CARDIFF 


CARDIFF Magistrates’ Court heard 
that engineer John Courtney (55) 
from Penarth, was almost overcome 
by deadly fumes when he was sent to 
investigate a possible gas leak at 
Mount Stewart House in Mount 
Stewart Square, Cardiff, on October 
22 , 2010 . 

During the Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
prosecution, the court heard Christopher Bates 
and Lewis John Rees, partners at BR Greenwell 
Heating and Plumbing Services of Llantrisant, 
attended Mount Stewart House on October 21, 
2010 to repair an open flue gas boiler. 

The men fitted a new gas control valve and 
left the premises. 

The following day, Mr Courtney, an employee 
of Wales and West Utilities, attended the site fol¬ 


lowing a report of a gas smell. When he entered 
the cellar to investigate, he suffered the effects of 
carbon monoxide poisoning and was taken to 
hospital. 

When the fire service measured CO levels, 
they found there was more than 16 times the 
maximum safe CO level over an eight-hour peri¬ 
od. 

HSE’s investigation found the gas valve was 
incorrectly adjusted so the boiler produced high 
levels of carbon monoxide. 

Both defendants were registered with the Gas 
Safe Register but did not have an appropriate 
certificate under the Accredited Certification 
Scheme to confirm competency for work on the 
gas boiler, which was a commercial gas-fired hot 
water boiler. 

HSE Inspector, Hugh Emment, said after the 
hearing: “Mr Courtney was an experienced engi¬ 
neer and had knowledge of the risks from carbon

After a long flight to 
the Liberian capital of 
Monrovia, Nathan and 
his group had to endure 
a 12-hour drive over 
unmade roads to get to 
their chosen village of 
Foya, located in the 
north of the country 
close to its borders with 
both Sierra Leone and 
Guinea. 

The purpose of the 
trip was to supply and 
build water filtration 
units, latrines and pro¬ 


vide health and sanita¬ 
tion education to the 
locals who are still, 
eight years on, trying to 
rebuild lives torn apart 
by 14 years of civil war. 

The specific problem 
is not the lack of water, 
as the rains come with 
monotonous regularity, 
but without any means 
to capture and treat this 
rainfall, the population 
rely on water drawn 


from rivers, wells or 
any other natural collec¬ 
tion point. 

Water-borne diseases 
are rife and the use of 
this water for personal 
hygiene and drinking 
purposes leads to dis¬ 
ease (and eventually 
death) for many. 

By fitting water fil¬ 
tration units in individ¬ 
ual homes, each family 
can have access to safe 


and clean drinking 
water. 

Nathan said: “The 
whole experience for 
me was both humbling 
and uplifting; to find 
that people with so little 
in the way of material 
possessions and who 
have been through the 
horrors of civil war, still 
have absolute content¬ 
ment, joy and faith in 
their lives is an inspira¬ 
tion to us all in our 
Western, consumer- 
focused world. 

“To have been able to 
take part in such a proj¬ 
ect with Samaritans’ 
Purse and personally 
help spiritually and 
practically where I 
could was a privilege. 

“I would like to 
thank everybody who 
made this trip possible 
for me through their 
kind and generous spon¬ 
sorship.”

monoxide and training in gas work, but he was 
still affected by carbon monoxide. 

“If one of the building’s office workers had 
unknowingly entered the cellar with no knowl¬ 
edge of gas issues, they could have been quickly 
overcome by potentially fatal CO fumes. 

“It is vital that gas engineers comply with the 
standards set down by law to prevent deaths from 
carbon monoxide. Since 2006, there have been 
three fatalities in the area because of registered 
gas installers working outside their confirmed 
competence.” 

Paul Johnston, chief executive of Gas Safe 
Register, added: “Not every engineer is qualified 
to work on every type of gas appliance, so it is 
very important for consumers to check. Every 
Gas Safe registered engineer has an ID card, 
which includes information on the type of work 
they are qualified to carry out. 

“We always encourage consumers to check the 


card before getting anyone to work on their gas 
appliances. You can also check an engineer by 
phoning us on 0800 408 5500 or looking on our 
website at www.gassaferegister.co.uk.” 

BR Greenwell Heating and Plumbing Services 
of Castle Hill, Llantrisant pleaded guilty to a 
breach of Regulation 3(1) and Regulation 26 (9) 
of the Gas Safety (Installation and Use) 
Regulations 1998. They were fined £5,000 in 
total and ordered to pay costs of £8,000.

PAUL JONES, who tragically lost his 
life in September, was a regular con¬ 
tributor to The GEM with his photog¬ 
raphy and coverage of local events and 
community functions. 

Originally from the Rhondda, Paul's family 
moved to Llantwit Major in the late seventies.

In 1998, he was

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HEIST COMEDY FAILS TO 
STEAL YOUR ATTENTION 


E ddie 

MURPHY’S 
turn as James 
‘Thunder’ Early in 
Dreamgirls was a 
rarity, not just for 
the fact that the 
comedian was play¬ 
ing it straight, but 
also because he 
wasn’t hidden 
under a tonne of 
latex for ‘comedic 
effect’. 

Murphy’s recent out¬ 
put has seen him fall 
back on the ‘dressing 
up’ that served him well 
with The Nutty 
Professor, however, 
Norbit proved that the 
spring has certainly run 
dry, while the likes of 
Meet Dave and Imagine 
That have been duds for 
the former king of come¬ 
dy. 

It is the vintage 
Murphy that will hope¬ 
fully be on show in 
Tower Heist, where he 
plays Slide, a known 
thief who is asked by 
Josh Kovacs (Ben 
Stiller) to help him and 
his work colleagues 
(including Casey Affleck 
and Matthew Broderick) 
steal from the million¬ 
aire resident of the tower 
they work at (played by 
Alan Alda) after he lost 
their pension fund in an 
illegal scheme. 


Can the group work 
together and pull off the 
elaborate heist and get 
their money back...? 

Given the parlous 
financial state of the 
world right now, it’s no 
wonder that the theme of 
‘taking it to the man’ has 
become so prevalent in 
recent films. 

Tower Heist is another 
film to add to this bur¬ 
geoning genre, albeit 
with a comedic twist, 
but in the end the film 
feels far too insubstantial 
to take any real dig at 
the wealthy getting away 
with financial fraud, and 
also makes for only an 
intermittently amusing 
comedy. 

Part of the problem 
lies with the man in the 
director’s chair, Brett 
Ratner. While he has 
been undoubtably suc¬ 
cessful since his bow 
with Money Talks back 
in 1997, he has also 
become very much a 
director for hire, his 
identity lost in amongst 
taking on films either for 
the pay or the prestige. 

That isn’t to say he is 
a dire director - the likes 
of Rush Hour, After The 
Sunset and Red Dragon 
are functionary, enter¬ 
taining works - but 
much like Shawn Levy 
(director of Real Steel), 
he seems to be in con¬ 
stant search of his voice. 


His direction and han¬ 
dling of the story are 
decent here, but lack any 
real punch or verve - the 
film could easily have 
been shot by committee 
and you wouldn’t have 
guessed who was direct¬ 
ing from the seen-it-all- 
before aerial shots of 
New York. 

While he is capable of 
mounting a good set- 
piece, the final heist that 
the film has been build¬ 
ing towards feels flat 
and lifeless, riffing on 
past glories rather than 
developing something a 
little inventive. 

It’s surprising that this 
element of the film is so 
weak, given that it was 
CO- scripted by Ted 
Griffin, who was 
involved in the Ocean’s 
Eleven remake. You 
would think that this 
man would know how to 
create a good heist film; 
but sadly, it appears as 
though his muse desert¬ 
ed him on this occasion 
- although given that 
there are four other 
screenwriting credits on 
display he shouldn’t take 
all the blame! 

The comedy portion 
of the movie is slightly 
better served by the writ¬ 
ers and the cast, playing 
off the genuine financial 
concerns of the common 
man, throwing in a little 
bit of job pride and a

healthy dose of trying to 
make sure justice is done 
- even when the legal 
system lets you down; 
but it's all delivered with 
a slightly forced feel, 
often the tone feeling a 
little unsure. 

That’s not to say the 
performers don’t try 
their best but they seem 
to playing archetypes, 
rather than ploughing 
new ground. Ben Stiller 
is always watchable, but 
as the harried common 


man trying to do good 
when he can’t, he isn’t 
exactly reinventing the 
wheel, and while amus¬ 
ing, it continues the 
sense of overfamiliarity 
than permeates this film. 

Similarly, Eddie 
Murphy is more amusing 
than he has been in quite 
a while, but he's ped¬ 
dling the sort of schtick 
that he can reel off in his 
sleep, so much like 
Stiller, he creates an 
amusing but hardly orig¬ 
inal character. 

In fact, it’s those 
lower down the credits 
who are most entertain¬ 
ing; Casey Affleck let¬ 
ting loose for a change 
in a light role as a well- 
intentioned but inept 
concierge, to Matthew 
Broderick’s nervy finan¬ 
cial whizz with money 
troubles - and the under¬ 
rated Michael Pena’s 
new boy on the job. 

However, despite 
these entertaining turns, 
it isn’t quite enough to 
lift a rather leaden film 
that lacks punch and 
humour. While Tower 
Heist is certainly timely, 
it isn’t that good either, 
and while it makes for a 
passable piece of brain¬ 
less entertainment, it 
does little more than 
that. 

VERDICT: Brett 
Ratner’s first film since 
the calamity that was 


Rush Hour 5 is a marked 
improvement from that 
particular outing, but 
Tower Heist would 
struggle to reach the top 
of his list. 

While the theme is 
more than timely, the 
humour and bite that 
could derive from it 
aren’t particularly well- 
handled, and coupled 
with decent but over¬ 
familiar turns, means 
that it is watchable but 
ultimately forgettable. 
Average.

Then there would be 
no Barry (save for a few 
houses) but it would be 
unspoilt; just as it was 
when my first wife’s 
great-grandfather lived 
on the Island - as the 
only resident - as estate 
manager for Lord 


Plymouth. 

Sainsbury’s would 
create jobs; others would 
lose; that is capitalist 
competition; or are all 
the Park Crescent shop¬ 
keepers now going to 
vote for socialist plan¬ 
ning? 

I doubt it. 

Furthermore, I wager 
everyone, bar one per¬ 
haps, who signed the 
petition against it also 
shop in supermarkets 
elsewhere, and not, 
always, in the local 
shops. 

Shale gas could create 
jobs; it may not, but 
what is most important? 
Jobs or the environment? 
The answer should be 
both; one needs the 
other. 

Our MP talks about 
the vibrancy of Barry - 
unless jobs are created, 
the real sound will be 
the tumbrel, as jobs go 
east to Cardiff and Barry 
becomes one large hous¬ 
ing estate - with a 
defunct, deserted airport, 
and everyone commut¬ 
ing to Cardiff for work 
and shopping.

Hostel ‘transformed’ 
thanks to new grant 


THE former Hafan Treharne 
Hostel in Ar Y Nant, Barry, has 
been transformed, thanks to a 
£650,000 refit provided by the 
Vale Council. 

The money has been used to convert 
the original 24 single-room building 
into a new modem 21-room facility, 
now called Ty lolo. There is also a 
newly-created lounge area and a large 
kitchen. 

Each room has its own bathroom, 
with four providing disabled access 
and one of mobility standard. 

The council is also working with the 
Communities First allotment project 
and Flying Start to offer advice and life 
skills training to residents in prepara¬ 
tion for moving on. 

Among a series of activities in the 
hostel, librarians have been reading to 
its youngest residents in story-time 
sessions and hostel workers have 
arranged bingo evenings. 

The hostel caters for people from all 
kinds of backgrounds, including care- 
leavers, ex-servicemen and women 
and families. 

Hostel resident, Victoria Robinson 


(24), a student and mother of two from 
Barry, said: “Ty lolo is modem and 
clean. It has a cosy lounge area with a 
spacious kitchen. 

“The staff are really friendly and 
they are always there if you need to 
talk to them and I have also managed 
to make friends with a couple of the 
other residents. 

“We have also taken part in some of 
the activities that have been put on, 
such as the bingo night, and the chil¬ 
dren play sessions with ‘Flying Start’ 
and I enjoyed the Halloween party.” 

Leader of the Vale Council, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, unveiled a plaque on 
November 1 to officially commemo¬ 
rate the hostel’s opening. 

He said: “The work of the hostel 
plays a vital role in the lives of many 
Barry residents. The improvements to 
the facilities here mean that we can 
provide an even better service to those 
who need our help. 

“Homelessness is an issue that can 
affect anyone so it’s really important 
that we continue to do all we can to 
help residents.”

- WHY IT MATTERS 


T his weekend 
sees the annual 
services on 
Remembrance 
Sunday, when people 
across the Vale of 
Glamorgan, 

Bridgend and 
throughout the coun¬ 
try, set aside their 
hectic modern lives 
to remember rela¬ 
tives and friends who 
served in the two 
world wars, and 
other more recent 
conflicts. 

The sacrifice of men 
and women in the 
three armed services, 
the Merchant Navy 
and those civilians 
who died as the result 
of enemy action will be 
remembered and hon¬ 
oured by those who 
attend ceremonies at 
memorials in the 
towns and villages 
across the area. 

I will be attending 
the recently-discovered 
grave of my grandfa¬ 
ther in Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery, Barry, who 
died as the result of 
being gassed during 
the First World War 
and will mark my 



gratitude to him by 
laying my own wreath 
to his memory. 

This year, I would 
also like to pay tribute 
to a member of the 
Merchant Navy whose 
story was told to me 
recently by a relative. 

Reginald Edward 
Poole, a married man 
aged 38, was the First 
Radio Officer aboard 
the M. V. 
Narragansett. 


It was on its way 
from Port Arthur to 
Halifax with clean oil 
as a cargo. 

At 06.09 hours on 
March 25,1942, the 
unescorted 

Narragansett (ironical¬ 
ly built in Germany in 
1936) was hit in the 
stern by one torpedo 
from U-105 about 400 
miles east of Hampton 
Roads, Virginia and 
sank at 06.18 hours. 


The master, 42 crew 
members and six gun¬ 
ners were lost. The 
tanker had been 
missed by a spread of 
three torpedoes at 
04.01 hours and a 
spread of two torpe¬ 
does at 04.08 hours. 

Reginald Poole is 
commemorated in the 
Hall of Memory in 
Barry Memorial Hall 
and on the Second 
World War memorial 
in All Saints Church in 
Barry. 

In the photograph, 
he is shown with his 
niece Brenda in a local 
park in Barry. Two 
human lives, a genera¬ 
tion apart, in a peace¬ 
ful moment before war 
intervened. 

I am grateful to Mrs 
Brenda Mudford for 
supplying me with the 
photograph, and 
telling me her uncle’s 
story. 

Remembrance 
Sunday is a time when 
we should all recall the 
lives cut short by con¬ 
flict and the way that 
wars affect all of us, 
young and old.

Backing up (part 2) 


BACK-UP can be so 
very important: last 
week I, left you 
wondering what to 
do if your house 
burnt down - even¬ 
tually, you will want 
to set up your com¬ 
puter again - this is 
where your back-up 
routine turns up 
trumps. 

You won’t be worried 
about losing unimportant 
stuff. Important files 
should be available from, 
say, a copy made to an 


external hard disc that 
you used and stored 
away from home or in a 
fire-proof safe. 

A little extreme for 
home users? Perhaps, but 
only until your house 
bums down. It’s a bit like 
insurance, really: after 
asking yourself if the 
premiums were paid up, 
you start wondering 
when you last did a prop¬ 
er back-up. 

You start thinking 
about what you must 
restore to be back in busi¬ 
ness and where is it 
stored. 

All your pictures and 


documents should be no 
problem as you have 
copies and can restore 
them. You have an oper¬ 
ating system licence and 
the original discs for it 
(or you have made 
restore discs as the sup¬ 
plier recommends). You 
have the programme 
discs supplied (or copied 
from the hard disk when 
the machine was origi¬ 
nally set up). 

Lots of downloaded 
tunes could be down¬ 
loaded again, but that 
means a lot of work and 
some might no longer be 
available. It could be 


awkward if you have no 
backup of your emails or 
list of contacts. 

You will need to recre¬ 
ate all the little tweaks 
you gave to your settings 
to suit your way of worE 
ing. If these are impor¬ 
tant, or simply quite 
numerous, you could 
look at ‘Whole Disk 
Imaging’. This makes an 
exact copy of your disk; 
restoration is quick, but 
you can only restore the 
whole disk and cannot 
salvage selected bits of it.

Christmas present with 
whiff of past romance 


MAESTEG and Tondu Lines: Middleton 
Press, £15.95. 

An ideal Christmas present has just arrived at The 
GEM offices. The Maesteg and Tondu Lines is for 
local historians, photographers and rail enthusiasts 
alike. Hardback and with 96 pages and 120 photo¬ 
graphs almost entirely unpublished, this latest vol¬ 
ume forms part of Middleton Press’ ultimate rail 
encyclopedia of over 350 books. 

Starting in the Ely Valley with Llantrisant to 
Penygraig, the first image shows Llantrisant station 
in 1959 and the Cowbridge branch line still in situ. 
A very detailed map shows the track layout in 1919. 

Chapter 2 features Gilfach Goch and trains to 
Blackmih followed by Ogmore Vale and Nantymoel 
trains to Bridgend from 1873-1958 in Chapter 3. 

Chapter 4 in the Garw Valley and Chapter 5 with 
Tondu have many excellent shots of the busy junc¬ 
tion and much larger station with single footbridge, 
as at present. 

An original print of Brunei’s chalet style station 
buildings at Bridgend reminds us of his connection 
with south Wales. 

Chapter 6, north of Tondu, features no fewer than 
36 photos of the area and more excellent detailed

maps of the railways. 

Chapters 7, 8 and 9 cover Glyncorrwg, Maesteg 
and West of Tondu. 

Eor the statisticians, there are list of passenger 
numbers carried at various locations, as well as 
freight tonnage. All the maps are very detailed 
showing station locations, housing, industrial sites 
and pits. 

It’s a book you will often return to and maybe 
take with you when you visit the Maesteg and Tondu 
area.

At the moment, 
shopping guru Mary 
Portas is compiling a 
report for the 
Government on how 
to keep local town 
shops trading, as they 
come under attack 
from the out-of-town 
supermarket con¬ 
glomerates. 

However, 

Cowbridge is doing 
rather well on its own 
- without the ‘Queen 
of Shops’ advice. 

In recent months, a 
string of new busi¬ 
nesses have opened in 
the Eastgate area of 
the town - giving visi¬ 
tors even more to 
look at, and more 
places to visit. 


For some years, 
civic leaders have felt 
that, for people shop¬ 
ping in the town, the 
high street has 
appeared to finish at 
the bridge over the 
River Thaw. 

A number of resi¬ 
dential properties 
appear at that point, 
and this masks the 
fact that more traders 
are active just a short 
distance up the road. 

This misleading 
impression was exac¬ 
erbated a few years 
ago, when a big 
antiques market 
closed. 

Now, however, 
there are many more 
reasons for taking 
that extra stroll, as 
the new businesses 
have definitely 
increased the variety 
on offer in the town. 

That antiques mar¬ 
ket is now a brand 
new children’s play 
centre and coffee bar, 
while a new restau¬ 
rant (Arboreal) and

(Truly Scrumptious), 
have been added to 
the mix of fashion 
boutiques, restau¬ 
rants, and opticians. 

The town’s newest

uled to be open in 
time for Christmas 
2012. 

However, when it

News from the Penarth 
and District Ramblers 


THE weather forecast for Barrie’s 
planned walk at Partrishow was 
abysmal - so he took his party of 
nine walkers up to Garwnant visi¬ 
tors’ centre, which is run by the 
Forestry Commission. 

Under grey skies, they set off along 
tracks which followed a stream and 
waterfalls where they passed sculp¬ 
tures of animals constructed out of 
wire, branches and twigs or carved. 

They made their way uphill to 
Cadair Fawr where the trig point 
stands at 485-metres and travelling 
southwest across the ridge of Cefn 
Cadlan, which translated means ‘the 
ridge of the battlefield’ where much of 
the area is pitted with shakeholes, they 
reached Gam Ddu quarry. 

On the lower slopes of Mynydd-y- 
glog, a light mist surrounded them, so 
they stopped for lunch in the shelter of 
a small disused quarry. 

The leader imparted his knowledge 
about two planes that crashed on the 
mountain: a Mustang crashed on 
September 7, 1945 but luckily, the 
pilot was uninjured. A Hornet crashed 
on September 30, 1946 in unknown 
circumstances, when the pilot was 
sadly killed. 

They descended to Ogof Fawr near 


the Nant Cadlan stream and entered 
Pant Sychbant or ‘the hollow of the dry 
hollow,’ site of a deserted mral settle¬ 
ment. 

They later joined part of the Taff 
Trail. By this point, the rain was heavy 
and umelentingly followed them as 
they made their way back to the reser¬ 
voir at Llwyn-on which is the largest of 
the three reservoirs in the Taf Fawr val¬ 
ley, owned by Welsh Water.

Wise planning 
can help your 
greenhouse 
to bear fruit...

W hile many of 
us will be 
turning up 
the central heating, 
and closing the cur¬ 
tains as shorter nights 
draw in, others will 
be doing some serious 
pottering in the 
greenhouse. 

Indeed, the green¬ 
house - heated or

Salad leaves, particu¬ 
larly the cut-and-come- 
again varieties, can be 
sown all year round, 
grow quickly and taste 
great when they are 
picked young. 

They are suitable for 
growing in pots, trays or 
soil borders. In winter, 
you can also sow broad 
beans and early peas if 
you have border space. 

You’ll have more 


and peppers, are usually 
planted in spring. But 
you can sow greenhouse 
tomatoes in a heated 
propagator as early as 
December, for growing 
on in a heated green¬ 
house.

and sow, reaping the 
rewards of both edible 
and ornamental plants 
during the cooler 
months. 

You can have a green¬ 
house bursting with 
ornamentals from 
autumn through to 
spring, grow a variety of 
crops and safeguard ten¬ 
der flowering plants and 
fmit trees - if you plan 
carefully. 

If your greenhouse is 
unheated, you will be 
more limited, but it is 
still possible to have 
lush, green displays of 
feathery ferns, ivies, and 
scented shrubs which 
will give you a delicious 
waft of perfume every 
time you go in the 
greenhouse - and some 
well-chosen bulbs and 
alpines towards spring¬ 
time. 

Plant shrubs, such as 
Daphne odora 
‘Aureomarginata’ in pots 
outside and then bring 
them into the greenhouse 
at the end of the autumn. 

It produces pale pur¬ 
ple-pink flowers and 
glossy green leaves and 
is a star in the winter 
greenhouse. 

Some foliage plants 
also look stunning in the 
greenhouse in winter. 
Fatsia japonica, with its 
exotic, glossy leaves, 
could easily be a stand¬ 
alone specimen, while 
shallow troughs of 
colourful alpines on 
waist-high staging, 
including cyclamen, 
chionodoxa and 
anemone, dwarf narcissi 
and colourful primulas 
will create a riot of 
colour in late winter and 
early spring. 

Scented annuals can 
also be wonderful in the 
greenhouse. Plant 
heliotrope or mignonette 
in late summer, to bloom 
in the greenhouse in late 
winter

Many homes were 
affected, including Mrs 
Haggard’s.

T HERE’S a 
reason why 
well over six 
million Mitsubishi 
Lancers have been 
sold. 

They’re reliable 
Japanese cars. Not 
just that, they’re 
engaging and well- 
built vehicles at a sen¬ 
sible price. 

The first generation 
Lancer was introduced 
in 1973 and its contin¬ 
uing popularity result¬ 
ed in the current ninth 
generation model 
being launched in 
2007. 

A year ago, the Juro 
diesel was added to the 
range as a sportback 
alternative to the 
saloon. Where curves 
seem to be more fash¬ 
ionable than straight 
lines and angles in car 
design, Mitsubishi 
continues to stand its 
ground by manufac¬ 
turing boxier designs 
that successfully stand 
out from the competi¬ 
tion. 

It’s not uncommon 
for manufacturers to 
borrow designs and 
it’s interesting to note 
that the boot on the 
Juro has hints of the 
rally-favourite first 
generation Subaru 
Impreza estate about 
it. 

When you learn 
that the Juro is based 


on the rally-bred 
Lancer Evolution 
model with its rigid 
chassis and sophisti¬ 
cated four-wheel inde¬ 
pendent suspension, it 
is as if the two cars are 
very similar indeed. 

Juro drivers cer¬ 
tainly feel they are 
inside something 
rather special - partic¬ 
ularly when occupants 
of more expensive 
vehicles find it hard to 
take their eyes off it. 

It’s a good size 
hatchback, incorporat¬ 
ing comfortable and 
supportive leather 
seats and a large boot. 
The dashboard is well 
set out and simple to 
use although the digi¬ 
tal clock on the central 
display should be in a 
more prominent posi¬ 
tion. 

Air conditioning 
and satellite naviga¬ 
tion are fitted as stan¬ 


dard. My only qualm 
is that on a cold morn¬ 
ing, the front and rear 
windscreens take too 
long to demist. 

The leather steering 
wheel includes con¬ 
trols for both the 
stereo and the cruise 
control - I find the 
cruise controls on 
Mitsubishis among the 
easiest to use. When 
the Juro is locked, the 
wing mirrors automat¬ 
ically fold up, which is 
a particularly useful 
feature if parked on a 
busy main road, help¬ 
ing prevent costly bro¬ 
ken wing mirrors. 

If anything, this 
boisterous front wheel 
drive with its punchy 
2-litre diesel unit has a 
little too much power 
when accelerating 


between second and 
third gear. Typically if 
the driver puts their 
foot to the floor when 
pulling off from a 
roundabout in the rain 
the wheels spin, which 
is a little unnerving. 

However, the Juro 
has a surprisingly 
tight turning circle, 
useful in car parks 
and parking in tight 
spots. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, write: “77ic 
Mitsubishi Lancer is 
best known when it’s in 
high performance Evo 
guise, but these models 
usually overshadow the 
standard model. In 
fact, the normal Lancer 
is a good family car 
that comes well 
equipped, has decent 
rear passenger space 
and is good to drive, 
too. 

“The styling echoes 
the Evo X with an 


aggressive nose and a 
rear spoiler, but it is let 
down inside with a 
drab and slightly dated 
interior which lacks 
finesse. Still, the 
Lancer does come well 
equipped and is avail¬ 
able with a strong 
diesel engine, borrowed 
from Volkswagen. 

The saloon bodystyle 
isn’t ideal for practical¬ 
ity, but certainly looks 
neater than the ungain¬ 
ly Sportback variant.” 

The Juro is a well- 
priced alternative to 
the run-of-the-mill 
Ford Focus or 
Vauxhall Astra.

LAST Saturday,
